Gentlemen: 

On  July  19,  1956,  the  School  City  acquired  title  to  Block  No.  U (except  the  east 
150  feet  thereof),  and  Blocks  Nos.  7 , &,  9,  10,  11  and  12  and  the  east  190  feet 
of  Block  No.  13  in  Riverview  Park  Extended  Addition.  This  property  is  bisected 
east  and  west  by  an  unopened  street  known  as  Riverview  Drive.  The  east  190 
feet  of  Block  N0.  13  is  also  bounded  on  the  east  by  a 10-foot  alley  and  on  the 
south  by  a 6-foot  alley,  both  of  which  are  unopened,  so  far  as  we  know. 

In  order  to  complete  the  tract  of  land  purchased  by  the  School  City  as  a single 
contiguous  tract,  it  is  requested  that  the  following  steps  be  promptly  taken: 


A i 1*  Vacate  Riverview  Drive  from  the  east  right-of-way  line  of  North  Clinton 

Street  to  its  eastern  terminus,  which  is  the  extension  of  the  east  right-of-way 
line  of  Kreigh  Avenue; 

U~7  2.  Vacate  the  10-foot  alley  between  Blocks  12  and  13,  Riverview  Park  Extended 

Addition,  running  from  the  south  right-of-way  line  of  Riverview  Drive  to  the 
north  line  of  Lot  No.  19  in  Penn  Place  Addition; 

3.  Vacate  the  6-foot  alley  lying  south  of  Block  No.  13  in  Riverviexsr  Park  Extended 
^ Jf)  Addition  from  a line  extended  northward  from  the  west  line  of  Lot  N0.  22,  ’enn 
Place  Addition,  eastward  to  its  eastern  terminus  at  a line  extended  northward 
from  the  east  line  of  Lot  No.  19  in  said  addition. 

t-f  In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  it  is  further  requested  that  Eleanor  Avenue  be 
extended  southward  from  Brudi  Avenue  to  Livingston  Avenue.  This  will  require 
the  condemnation  of  a 50-foot  right-of-way  for  such  purpose,  and  we  understand 
that  there  are  no  buildings  or  other  structures  which  lie  in  the  way  of  this 
extension.  The  purpose  of  such  extension  is  to  provide  street  access  from  the 
area  north  of  the  new  school  site  to  the  street  on  its  north  boundary,  other  than 
along  North  Clinton  Street  which  has  no  sidewalks. 

a^The  matter  of  the  necessary  improvement  of  the  extension  of  Eleanor  Avenue  as  above 
proposed,  in  order  to  make  it  usable,  is  an  item  which  can  be  worked  out  in  the 
near  future.  On  this  score,  we  would  be  happy  to  have  your  ideas  as  to  what  the 
improvement  should  be  and  how  the  expense  should  be  borne.

In  regard  to  your  letter  of  July  24,  1956,  requesting  the  vacating 
of  certain  streets  and  alleys  in  Biverview  Park  Addition  Extended, 
in  Paragraph  No.  1,  2 and  3>  we  can  start  proceedings  immediately. 

Paragraph  4.  For  the  condemnation  of  a 50'  right-of-way  for  street 
purposes.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  that  the  street  will  be  of 
no  benefit  to  the  City  other  than  the  School  City;  therefore,  the 
School  City  should  bear  all  expense  of  the  condemnation  proceedings 
for  the  acquisition  of  this  land. 

Paragraph  5»  The  only  benefits  derived  from  improving  Eleanor  Avenue 
would  be  to  the  School  City;  therefore,  the  School  City  should  bear 
all  of  the  cost  if  they  are  in  agreement  with  the  above  proceedings. 

Please  notify  the  Board  at  once  if  you  desire  us  to  take  immediate  steps 
to  vacate  the  streets  and  alleys  requested,  also  condemnation  proceedr 
ings  for  street  right-of-way. 

The  improvement  of  Eleanor  Avenue  should  be  done  by  the  School  City 
after  obtaining  a permit  from  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  thus  saving 
the  Advertising  cost  and  the  delay  improvement  proceedings  would 
cause.

Dear  Mr.  Lindley: 

I have  reviewed  the  proposals  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  with  reference  to  the  assessment  of  benefits  for  the  exten- 
sion and  improvement  of  Eleanor  Avenue  from  Brudi  Avenue  to 
Livingston  Avenue.  In  this  connection,  I have  also  discussed 
the  problem  In  detail  with  Mr.  Robert  Y.  Adams,  City  Planning 
Director,  and  have  gone  over  his  land  use  maps  and  aerial  photo- 
graphs. 

Although  It  is  possible  that  the  property  immediately 
adjoining  the  proposed  extension  might  be  deemed  to  have  3ome 
benefit  thereby.  It  appears  that  these  properties,  as  now  used, 
have  adequate  access  from  the  existing  streets.  Therefore, 
unless  the  owners  thereof  see  fit  to  join  with  the  School  City 
In  petitioning  for  the  condemnation  of  the  right-of-way  and  the 
opening  and  improvement  thereof,  it  would  be  very  difficult  to 
Impose  a benefits  assessment  upon  them.  On  tills  score,  it  might 
merit  the  expenditure  of  a smell  amount  of  time  to  contact  such 
owners  apropos  of  the  possibility  that  they  might  have  some 
interest  in  the  matter  and  be  willing  to  join  therein  and  assume 
part  of  the  cost. 

Since  the  purpose  of  the  street  extension  is  to  provide 
access  to  the  school  for  the  residential  area  north  thereof,  the 
real  benefits  accrue  to  the  property  owners  north  of  the  school 
who  will  use  the  street  extension  to  send  their  children  to  the 
school.  However,  it  is  practically  impossible  to  figure  out  a 
way  of  assessing  such  benefits  to  that  area.  Payment  of  the 
costs  involved  by  the  School  City,  in  effect,  is  a charge  to  all 
of  the  taxpayers  thereof  throughout  the  entire  city.  This  at 
least  follows  the  pattern  that  has  been  used  in  similar  situations 
in  connection  with  other  schools. 

It  may  be  considered  that  there  is  some  justification  in 
requiring  the  School  City  to  bear  these  costs  by  reason  of  the 
fact  that  the  School  City  will  benefit  materially  without  cost
